Outlook Wednesday/Thursday: A Flash Flood Watch is in effect Wednesday afternoon through Friday morning for 
several burn scars across California including the Camp, Carr, Delta, Hirz, and Mendocino Complex Wildfires. 

A Winter Storm Watch is in effect Wednesday afternoon through late Wednesday night for the Sierra Cascade Range 
across central and northern California. Generally, 4 to 8 inches of snow Is expected above 6500 feet, with up to afoot 
over higher peaks. 

High confidence of rain beginning Wednesday morning and a total of 1 to 2 inches of precipitation falling from the Bay 
area northward on Wednesday. The heaviest rain with this first weather system is expected Wednesday evening 
between 4pm and 7pm. After a short break in rain Thursday morning, an additional 1 to 3 inches of rain is expected 
across northern CA beginning Thursday afternoon through the day Friday. Snow level will be around 5500 to 6500 during 
the precipitation event on Wednesday with a foot or more of snow expected in the Sierra Mountains. 

Southern CA is expected to see rain on Wednesday, with 0.25 to 1.00" possible. The highest amounts are expected 
across the coastal slopes and foothills during a 4 to 8 hour period Wednesday afternoon through Wednesday night.

11/19/2018 and are en route home. A continual assessment of resource needs is ongoing. If conditions change 
or resource needs are not met, California will send additional private broadcasts to additional EMAC States. 

• A forensic team of four (4) people from Nevada is on-scene providing support to Butte County. 

• California requested Individual Assistances and Public Assistance Subject Matter Experts to provide assistance in 
Northern and Southern California, Two (2) Individual Assistance Subject Matter Experts from Alaska are on scene 
providing support to Butte County. 

• New York National Guard is providing seven (7) personnel and equipment to conduct aerial damage assessment 
in Butte County. 

• One (1) Mass Care Coordinator from Oregon to support Mass Care and Shelter Operations. 

• Forty-four (44) Search and Rescue Ground Searchers from Oregon are on scene assisting with on-going search 
efforts for missing and unaccounted victims of the Camp Fire. 

• Per SOC Finance, the updated EMAC total estimated cost is $31,602,482 (+30,143).

• Paradise Unified School District administrative functions relocated to Butte County Office of Education (BCOE) 
offices in Oroville. The BCOE will support Paradise Unified in reaching out to families to identify where they have 
relocated. BCOE is organizing the homeless liaisons from districts within the county to serve as the primary point 
of contact. Families can contact Butte 2-1-1 for referral services (i.e., where students may want to attend 
school.) 

• CDE is working closely with school district leaders within the county to reopen schools throughout the county on 
12/03/18. Key district and school personnel, including teachers, wilt return 11/26/18 for training, setting up 
classroom spaces, etc. Students will not return until 12/03/18. 

• Local school leaders in Butte County, in partnership with the CDE, are collecting mental health and counseling 
public and private resources in order to fully staff schools when they reopen on 12/03/18. Counseling/mental 
health training will be provided for teachers and other school staff the week of 11/26/18.
